Tax on Blended Stocks, 

Tn addition to the regular tax of 
$2.60 on hard liquors the committee 
recommended another tax of. 16 cente 
per gallon on blended stocks, 


Hard liquor taxes alone at this ratg 


would yield more than 260 million dol- 
lars a year, the treasury department 
estimates on the basis of a probable 
100 million gallon consumption. 
Although he declared that he had 
not yet looked into the matter of liquor 
taxes Administrator Choate said that 
he had found the treasury apprecia- 
tive of the burder to the consumer 
and the protection of the bootlegger 
which too high a tax might produce. 
Returning to the question of federal 
control of retail prices, Mr. Choate 
pointed out there was no code cover- 
ing retailers, and that because of the 
intrastate character of the business 
there probably would not be.

Asked to amplify his statement in 
his speech last night that 90 per cent 
of the codes would be completed by 
Dee. 31, Gen. Johnson said that his 
remark had been reported erroneously, 

“I said that by Dec. 31 we hoped 
to have 90 per cent of the workers 
under code,” he said, “ which is a dif- 
ferent thing.” 

Questioned concerning his stand on 
the 6 hour day, Gen. Johnson said: 

“Eventually we will have to come 
to it. Our figures show that if we 
return to the 1928-'29 standard of pros 
perity there still would be 4,000,000 un- 
employed. And there would be no other 
way to take up the slack without hav 
ing a 30 hour week.” 

Gen. Johnson conceded, however, 
that industry at the present time is 
net sufficiently prosperous to handle 
such a condition.

After the manner of President Wil- 
gon in the world war decade, another 
“fourteen point” program was 
evolved yesterday in Chicago by the 
Chicago Area council of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, enunciating its 
attitude and future course on tem- 
perance. The fourteen points were 
@émbodied as one section of the report 
of the commission on Christian citi- 
venship, and because of the press of 
time were adopted without extended 
debate at thé closing of the séssion 
in Chicago temple. 

Only the thirteenth point was chal- 
Meneed in the brief discussion. The 
@riticism voiced from the floor in em- 
Phatic phraseology urged the deletion 
‘of this point, which reads: 

‘We believe that the time has come 
for a merger of professional temper 
ance organizations in Illinois which 
make public appeals for funds, Econ- 
omy of administration, efficiency of 
activities, and public prestige require 
prompt action, Until there is a rea- 
gonable measure of unity on the part 
' slich organizations, we recommend 
ba our churches close their doors 
@6 ‘appeals for funds.” 

Conference in Washington. 

Rishop Ernest Lynn Waldorf, pre 
Siiing. offered the explanation that 
a’ confeeence in Washington of al! 
euch orzanizations was impending in 
the early future, and that it was not 
the fntent of this paragraph to. shut 
off customary contributions without 
establishing an alternative, as was 
chareced. The purpose of the provision, 
he stated, was to eliminate “ wild- 
catism’”’ and to assure the donors to 
this cause that their funds were prop- 
@iy utilized. 

One point of the program provides 
for the organization of a temperance 
committee in every Methodist church 

in Illinois. Another says that the 
basic part of the effort for temperance 
will be an educational movement “ to 
Garry a knowledze of alcohol and its 
effects on human life into the home, 
Sunday school, church, pubife school, 
etc”’ Other points recommend that 
“the Methodists of lllinois join other 
interested groups in a steady pressure 
upon the legislature and local govern- 
ments tor the repression of the liquor 
wafic.’’ 

Demand Temperance Legislation. 

Two of the points consider official 
administration of the legal regula- 
tions, anticipating cotperation in se- 
'@uring local option territory, and that 
diligence will be applied in selecting 
and electing legislators who will work 
for constructive temperance legisla- 
tion. Another point brings back the 
total abstinence pledge of anti-proh! 
bition days, while still another urges 
,cOmmendation for newspapers and 
radio stations who refuse liquor ad- 
Ver tising. 

“It is fitting that we make some 
acknowledgments of the benefits of 
‘prohibition before we go on to the 
mext campaign,” read the Rev. Almer 
M..FPennewell, who submitted this 
part of the report. ‘“‘We can say, and 
can funish abundant proof, that na- 
tional prohibition reduced  diseam 
juve nile crime, poverty, and accidents, 

and increased business, improved 
home conditions, increased attend- 
ance at public schools, and inereased 
sobriety. The proof in either case is 
not meager, but abundant.” ) 

Decries Loss of Members. 

“Brethren,” Bishop Waldorf said, 
“it hurts—it hurts! To have to come 
before vou, every year for the last! 
four yvears, in the face of all we have | 

done to bring back the lost sheep of 
our fold, and to report that every 
Kk is less. It must not be! 
must not be! it niust not be!” 

A survey of church  membershin 
fron i 9 1932 by Bishop Lake, 
he ted previously, showed that 
t! ination lost two miilion 
members in that period. 

In reference to the projected merg- 
ing of Protestant denominations for 
the administration of relief work, the 
council] endorsed the pronouncement 
of the commission, also a part of the 
report, approving the plan for setting 
up a church welfare office by the Chi- 
cago Church federation, “to serve 
as a medium of securing for the con- 
stituents of the various churches the 
relief they need.’’ 

“ We advocate,” it read, “that no 
relizious denomination, either through 
individual: churches or an organiza- 
tion controlled by a denomination, 
should administer federal, state, or 
county relief funds. We advocate that

GARDENS THAT MADE GOOD. 
[Cleveland Plain Dealer.] 

An investment which pays five dollars for one is 
usually found only in the prospectus of get rich 
quick promoters and then it is an unfulfilled promise. 

Yet such a record was made by Cleveland's seven- 
teen garden projects carried on last summer by the 
mayor's relief garden committee, its chairman, Mrs, 
William G. Mather, reports. A cash outlay of $31,416 
started the jobless gardeners on their way and kept 
them going. They produced vegetables worth $156,857 
at wholesale prices. Of the value of their 
labor was not figured. But since they had no jobs 
they would not have been paid for that even if they 
had not been gardening. 

Last summer, it will be recalled, was a tough one 
for gardens. A drought which hereabouts was even 
more severe than the long dry spell of 1930 caused 
many a garden to curl up in despair. That the relief 
gardens did so well in spite of such poor coiperation 
from Mother Nature is a tribute to the energy of

7 ‘ATION with the fish tapeworm 

“become fairly Widespread among 
some groups of people in certain parts 
of the country. The people concerned 
are those who eat raw  fish—fresh, 
Smoked, dried, or otherwise partially 
cured. Those Who eat cooked fish Are 
in no danger unless they have the habit 
of tasting food. during its. preparation. 
It is said that housewives preparing ge- 
ftilite fish are aceustomed to tearing off 
bits from time to time and not only tast- 
ing it themselves but giving the children 
a bite occasionally. Hanging around the 
kitchen with eyes pleading for a bite 
while gefiillte fish is being prepared is 
said to be a favorite indoor sport among 
the children of certain racial grorps. tt is 
these people who have so large a propor- 
tion infested with this tapeworm. 

As a rule a person has but one of 
these tapeworms, but there may be as 
many as half a dozen. Perhaps the 
chance that a person infested with tape- 
worm will be subject to attacks of stom- 
ach cramps, or will be anemic, is rather 
greater than in cases infested v.ith cow 
or hog tapeworm. Probably this is the 
heaviest of the several tapeworm Infesta- 
tions to treat successfully. ‘The usual 
remedy is male fern, though pomegran- 
ate extract is also effective. 

Dr. T. B. Magath regards infestation 
with this form of tapeworm as a public 
health problem wherever there is a com- 
bination of people with the kind of eating 
habits referred to above, raw sewage 
from towns populated by such people 


|} emptying into a lake or stream, lake or 


stream water of the propet temperature, 
the right kinds of plankton, and, finally, 
the right kind of fish. 

The requirement is a water that Is 
rather cold, but warm enough at certain 
seasons to hatch the worm eggs. The 
right plankton is a matter that is a little 
too technical to he given here. ‘The 
young, or larval worms, are eaten by the 
plankton, The right fish are the great 
northern pike, the wall-eyed pike, and 
perch, The fish eat the plankton and, 
in that way, become infested, Larke 
fish eat smal! ones and thus acquire some 
additional infection. The chain is raw- 
fish eating people, sewage, water of the 
right temperature, plankton, fish, and 
raw-fish eating men. Dogs play a small 
part in spreading the worms. Possibly 
bears and other fish-eating wild animals 
play a very small part. It should be 
possible to break the chain by destroy- 
ing any one of its links. 

Dr. Magath suggests that no raw or 
untreated fish be emptied into waters 
in which there are edible fish; that peo-

grapes! In a. family like mine, with 
more or less college experience in the 
youngsters, grapes had an inning, or a 
whole game, as we ate some fine spcci- 
mens. Tell us about grapes. 1. Are 
they wholesome at night before retiring? 
2. Should one chew and swallow the 
entire grape? 3. Are the seeds a source 
of intestinal trouble? 

REPLY. 

Grapes have had to run the medical 
gantict. A generation ago grape seeds were 
aceused of being the principal cause of ap- 
pendicitis, At the present time no one be- 
lieves that, although im rare cases a grape 
seed is found in an inflamed appendix. 

Grapes contain tartarie acid and tartrates. 
This is one of the fruit acids and fruit acide 
stand high with physicians. However, some 
hold that tartarie acid is about the least 
beneficial of the fruit acids, and that it 
occasionally fails to be burned into an alka- 
line ash. I would say that as a source of 
alkali ash the grape salts will stand well, 
though not as well as they did in the days 
of the great baking powder trade war. 

In the days when the demand for rough- 
age in foods was paramount, the chewing 
of grape sceds and pulp was advocated. In 
the days of the spastic colitis rage physi- 
clans advised againat this and other forms 
of ronghage. 

They are especially good for persona with 
some tendency to acidosis. The grape cure, 
advocated by many, is a method of modified 
fasting,

Members ‘of the school board snid 
yesterday that they would do all in 
their power to carry out Mayor Kelly’s 
program for obtaining funds to pay 
the Chicago teachers and other schoo] 
employfs their back salaries in full. 
The plan announced by the mayor 
would mean the pledging of the board’s 
pronerty that is not used for school 
purposes as additional security in.con-

of bonds to the federal government. 

James B. McCahey ordered full 
steam ahead in working out the de- 
tails of the mayor’s plan. William 
Sheehan, head of the real @gst&te de- 
partment, was asked to prepare esti- 
mates on the valuation of © schoal 
lands: The school attorneys began 
working on the legal features of the 
program. 

_Plan Indorsed by Savage. 

Among the board members who 
heartily indorsed the proposal Was 
Trustee Joseph P. Savage, a Repub 
lican. 

“The mayor’s plan is one of the 
most: constructive sPerestions the 
board has received,’ said Trustee Save 
age.’ “It is one bright ray of hope 
in the gloom surrounding our pay 
situation, 

“Thera are other school districts 
similar to Chicago that have properties 
that could be used ag security for a 
government loan, I have been told 
that approximately 200,000 teachers in 
the country are out of work,”’ 

Trustee Savage pointed out that the 
financial crippling of school systems 
in other states would aid in obtaining 
congressional legislation to allow an 
agency of the federal government to 
purchase bonds of a school district 
using property as collateral. 

Sees Ald to Legislation. 

The plight of other schoo] districts 
in INinols, Mr. Bavage pointed out, 
would help toward lezislation in Spring- 
field to authorize school boards to ap- 
ply for federal loans on this basis. 

“We i are going to roll up our 
sleeves and pitch into the work of 
carrying out the mayor's plan,” gaid 
Trustee Charles W. Fry. ‘JT don't see 
how the schools can operate in Chi- 
caco unless these bonds can be sold. 
With the stagrerine amount of tax 
warrants held by banks and invest- 
ment concerns here our only recourse 
for selling securities is Uncle Sam.”

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec, 8.—[Speécial.] 
—Acceptance of a new wage agree 
ment. plan for employés of the In- 
dianapolis ‘Railways, Inc., and'its aux- 
iliary company, the People’s Motor 
Coach company, which calls for shar 
ing of profits, was announced tonight 
by a committee of the employés’ rep- 
rese ntation ‘plan, employé organization.

STRAYER TELLS 
OF COLLAPSE OF 
SCHOOL SYSTEMS 


Predicts Action by the 
Next Congress. 


The financial breakdown of schoo! 
systems from one end of the nation 
to the other, with the situation “ grow- 
ing rapidly worse,’ was described last 
night by Dr. George D. Strayer of 
Columbia university. Df. Strayer, 
author of the $100,000 report on the 
Chicago school system last year, dis- 
cussed the plight of the teaching pro- 
fession before the High School Teach- 
ers’ association at the Goodman the- 
ater. 

Two remedies for bolstering educa- 
tion were set forth by the educator. 
‘One is the assumption of a larger 
financial obligation toward the schools 
by the various states. The other is 
federal aid. Dr. Strayer predicted 
that congress would take action to 
help the schools at the next session. 

Many Schools Closed. 

“There are more than 100,000 chil- 
dren in the nation that have ho free 
schools now,” asserted Dr. Strayer. 
“More than 1,000,000 children will 
have less than 6 months schooling this 
year and between 40 and 50 thousand 
will have less than 3 months. Schools 
have closed their doors in Maine, 
Michigan, Ohio, Montana, the Dakotas, 
the Carolinas, Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
Louisiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Florida.” 

Mrs. Hefferan Speaks. 

Dr. Strayer was followed by Mrs. 
W. 8S. Hefferan, a member of the Chi- 
cago board of education. Mrs. Hef- 
feran told of the efforts of the school 
board to obtain a share of the state 
sales tax next year. She said copies 
of a proposed bill to carry out the 
proposal had been sent to 600 super- 
,intendents of schools throughout the 


state,

Official confirmation of the shakeup 
in the Notre Dame athletic depart- 
ment is to be made tomorrow: by the 
Rev. Charles O’ Donnell, C. 8. C., presi- 
dent of the university, upon his return 
from Rochester, Minn. 


No Definite Job. 


In revealing that he has been ang- 
ling for a new coaching job, Anderson 
said: he had prospects but that he 
had reached no definite agreement 
with any institution. 

Anderson took the rearrangement in 
a typically sportsmanlike manner, sav- 


est’ good wishes. He expressed hope 
that ‘his son would be skillful enough 
to play on a Notre Dame team some 
day. 

Outside of saying that he is going 
back to his ranch in Kansas, Harper 
declined to comment upon the new 
alignment in the athletic department. 


Leaves Sealed Envelope. 


In the absence of Father O’Donnell 
the Rev. John O’Hara, C. S. C. has 
been acting president of the univer- 
sity. He left the campus at an early 
hour today for a visit to his brother's 
home at Indianapolis. Before depart- 
ing, however, he left a sealed envelope

Anderson had been a pupil of Knute 
Rockne, whom he succeeded when the 
famous Notre Dame coach was killed 
in an airplane crash. Anderson played 
on the Irish teams of 1919, 1920, 
and. 1921, 

Harper was football coach at Notre 
Dame at the time that institution first 
acquired football prestige. Taking 
charge in 1913, he developed the team 
which beat the Army, 35 to 10, in 
the game in which Rockne and Gus 
Dorais starred so brilliantly. He re- 
mained.as coach of football, basket- 
ball, and baseball until 19138, when 
he retired so as. to devote his full 
time to his ranching interests in Kan- 
sas. He was recalled to take over 
the. job of athletic director after 
Rockne was killed in the spring of 
1931;

| Moreover, these hollow drawn steel 
rods showed the ability to take it. 
You could give a big fish all the snub- 
bing you wished and the rod would 
come right back to normal position 
without a complaint. Now the manu- 
facturers are taking this same type of 
material and construction and pro- 
ducing fly rods, If they are as light 
and whippy in proportion to the bait 
casting rods [and experiments Indi- 
eate that this is the case] the intro- 
duction of the hollow metal fly rods 
at a price lower than one can buy 
good bamboo, should stimulate the 
sport of fly casting for game fish.

FORMER PREMIER 
AND NAVAL HERO 
OF JAPAN DIES, 81

TOKIO, Dec. 8.—(4)—Count Gombei 
Yamamoto, 81, twice premier of Japan 
and a naval hero of the Russo-Japa- 
nese war, in which he served as an ad- 
miral, died tonight. He had been seri- 
ously ill with a complication of dis- 
eases. 

Admiral Yamamoto became premier 
of Japan the first time in 1913 while 
Japan was involved in the California 
land controversy with the United 
States. His cabinet resigned after one 
year in office, following disclosures of 
a onaval scandal, Japanese radicals 
at the time considered his downfall a 
blow to the system of clan govern- 
ment. Yamamoto was again appointed 
premier in 1921. He was in office that 
time three months. 

Although he always maintained the 
friendliest relations with the United 
States, Yamamoto felt that the Jap- 
anese had been insulted by the Amer- 
ican exclusion act. However, he de- 
clared that the possibility of a Japa- 
nese-American war was very remote.
